ISLAMABAD, Feb. 17 — A round table 
ministerial conference on industrial coopera- 
tion among member states of the Organiza- 
tion of the Islamic Conference (OIC) was 
completed here Wednesday with a declara- 
tion caDing for Islamic coUective self- 
reliance. 

Ministeis attending the four-day confer- 
ence discussed, among other things, tbe steps 
for the implementation of tbe industrial part 
of a plan of action adopted by the Third 
Islamic Summit Conference held in 
MakkahfTaif in January 1981 to strengthen 
economic cooperation among OIC members. 

Conferees reviewed the investment poten- 
tial of member states and po^ble joint ven- 
tures among Islamic countries in industry. 
SpedaJ emphasis was placed on agip-based 
industries, capital goods and engineering 
industries. 

Round table members also discussed tbe 
promotion of financial cooperation among 
OIC states in tbe industry. In particular they 
discussed cooperation in training and tech- 
nological research and tbe exchange of 
infoTmation and technical know-how among 
member states in industry. 

Industry ministers of Islamic countries 
agreed on the necessity to expedite the 
implementation of their industrialization 
programs to actove food security. They also 
said that joint industrial and engineering ven- 
tures among Islamic countries should be 
encouraged. 

Tbe conferees called for an industrial 
development strategy among Islamic states 
for the optimum use of their potential. They 
decided to establish a follow-up committee of 
the Makkah/Taif plan of action. Tbe minis- 
ters also decided to hold a ministerial level 
meeting on inter-Tslamic industrial coopera- 
tion every two. years. Turkey offered to host 
the next meeting in Istanbul in 1984. 

The fifth meeting of governors of centr^ 
hanits and monetary authorities of Islamic 
countries will also be held in Istanbul, May 
22-23 of this year. The governors will 
examine in depth the modalities and mechan- 
isms for the enhancement of Ae flow of 
fittanriai resources among Islamic countries. 
They will also discuss tbe strengthening of the 
existing payments arrangements. 

Makkah's plan of action recommerided the 
development of appropriate policies^ and 
programs at the national levels conducive ro 
rapid industrialization, as an indispensable 
element and a dynamic instrument of self- 
sustained growth by strengthening, expMd- 
ing and diversifying the industrial capacities 

'Of the OIC member states. 

The plan called for the conclusion of buat- 
eraJ and/or muItilateraJ agreements of india- 
triaJ cooperation among member states for 
augmenting their industrial produenon and 
achieving industrial integration. Moreover, it 
called for the adoption of economies of scale 
with a view to strengthening the manuracftir- 
ine capacities and accelerating mdustnaliza- 
lioD in the member states to help them reach 

collective self-reliance. 

Member states were advised to consider 
giving priority to promotion of jouit venture 
among them in the fields of fot^ and agricul- 
ture; industry; trade; marketing; research;

Arms tilt spells breach of promise- ^Israel 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP.) — Here 
is the text of Prime Minister Begin' s letter to 
President Reagan: 

Dear Mr. President: 

"Tbe Knesset yesterday adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution. The Knesset: 

“I. Expresses its profound concern at the 
U.S. defense secretary's offer to supply 
F-16 aircraft and improved ground-to-air 
1-Hawk missfles, from which the ban on 
their mobility will be lifted. 

“2. Declares that the supply of such 
sophisticated weaponry to the forward state 
on tbe eastern front, of the state’s refusing 
even to negotiate peace with Israel and 
maintaining a state of war with her. consti- 
tutes a grave threat to Israel's security. 

•*3. Calls on the U.S. government to 
refrain — in keeping with the president's 
declarations and the resolution of Congress 
from thus gravely imperfling IsraeFs sec- 
urity. 

"Eighty-eight members voted in favor, 
three Communist members cast their vote 
s^ainst and seven members abstained. I am 
aMe to state that in :U>sc.lute figures the 88 
yeas actually represent 99. This is a rare 
case in our free, democratic and rather voc- 
iferous parliament of non-partisan consen- 
sus and, in fact, a vole of national unity. It 
demonstrates, as staled in the Knesset 
resolution, the deep concern of our people 
and its elected representatives. 

“Permit me to say, Mr. president, that 1 
do not understand why it was necessary for 
the secretary of defense to make his worry- 
ing statement and, indeed, his anti-Israel 
declarations or, at least, innuendos, whilst 
be was visiting Arab countries all of which, 
but for one are in a state of war with us and 
are even preparing for war against us. But of 
course, if Secretary Weinberger sees fit to 






make such statements (so negative from our 
point of view) in such places, it is not 
unlikely to ask him to refrain from doingso, 
at least in the future. What is decisive for os 
is the actual subject matter. Allow me to 
elaborate. 

“Jordan and Iraq are now joined, in fact, 
by a common command. Jordan is support-, 
ing Iraq in the war against Iran, even going 
so far as to resort to the well-known techni- 
que of mobilizing “volunteers” for the bat- 
tlcftont on the side of the Iraqi forces. 
Those “volunteers” are, in truth, trained 
soldiere. We witness the old Russia prac> 
rice first adopted during the Spanish Civil 
War. 

“The hostility of Iraq towards Israel is 
unlimited. And who has the decisive influ- 
ence in Baghdad? As we know, it is Russia, 
not the West 

“Moreover, we dare not ignore Saudi 
Arabia which a week ago declared on its 
own initiative, that it is a confrontation state 
against Israel. 

Text of Reason *s reply 


“Syria, for its part, is in conflict with Jot- 
dan. Damascus supports the Khomeini 
reg^e. Long experience has taught us, 
however, that whenever war is thnist upon 
us all OUT enemies join forces in carrying out 
their aggression. Thus, during the Eight 
Day War, Saudi Arabian forces, as well as 
those of Jordan and Morocco fought 
Against Israel on tbe Golan Heights. 

“In speaking therefore, of our northern 
and eastern fronts our ooncein, Mr. presi- 
dent, is not victory. It is casualties. And I do 
not have to expla'ui what, in this generation 
of tbe holocaust, casualties mean to us. 1 am, 
therefore, bound to ask, can there be justice 
or justification in enabling our enemies to 
shed our blood en masse? 

“Forgive me. Mr. Preadent, my candor 
was out of this concern that we in parlia- 
ment yesterday joined hands, supporters of 
tbe administration of the DKQ and its 
opponents alike, because all of us are 
deeply perturbed. If those sophisticated 
weapons are supplied to Jordan, just as 
«mn«ir ones have already been provided to 
Saudi Arabia what will become if tbe qual- 
itatr-e and quantitative edge you were so 
kind to promise me to maintain so that 
Israel might deter aggression and prevent 
war, which is what all of us so deeply wish. 

“I can only repeat the appeal I made to 
you yesterday from the Knesset* let it not 
happen. 1 speak, perhaps, of one of the 
gravest potential dangers we have faced 
everrince the renewal of our independence. 

“I have no option but to share writh you 
on behalf of Ae people of Israel — as 
demonstratively attested to you in our 
understanding and friendship, Mr. presi- 
dent, tha t the danger of whl(± 1 write will 

not come into being.

security.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP)— Produc- 
tion at factories and mines in the United 
Stales feU a.pcTCcnt in January — the bigg«t 
drop since spring 1980 and an indication the 
recession was stai deepening last month, new 
government figures indicated Wednesday.

3,500 Poles held 
in massive swoop 


WARSAW, Feb. 17 (Agencies) — Polish 
security forces arrested 3,500 people during 
the past 48 hours in nation-wide raids to 
check on compliance with martial law, Polish 
radio said Wednesday. 

The radio, monitored in Vienna, said 
nearly 145,000 people were found to have 
infringed on martial law regulations. Polish 
offidals at tbe European security conference 
in Madrid last week said their most recent 
figures showed some 4,000 people were then 
detained. 

The Polish government had initially indi- 
cated that up to 5.500 pieople were held fol- 
lowing the Dec. 1 3 imposition of martial law. 

In its broadcast Wednesday, Polish radio 
said thousands of militia forces and voluntary 
reserves bad checked some 51.000 enter- 
prises and factories as well as 30,000 cars 
during the past 2 days. 

Tbe radio said 99,000 people were asked 
to present their identity cards and given a 
warning, while another 29,000 were 
"reminded of their duties.” 

Some 7,000 people were given fines total- 
ing 2.3 million zlotys (about $30,000) and 
4,000 were referred to “misdemeanour 
courts.” 

Police also checked 3,500 known criminal 
haunts, tbe radio said, adding that tbe raids 
were also aimed against disturbers of general 
public security. 

The radio said the martial law regulations 
most frequently violated are those covering 
the curfew. 

“More than 52,000 curfew breakers have 
been indicted so far all over the country.” the 
radio said. “Magistrates courts dealing with 
misdemeanours of this kind under summary 
procedures hand down fines of between 
1,500 and 5.000 zlotys (about $20 and $60) 
or one month imprisonmenL” 


The official news agency PAP said last 
Monday that investigations against 2,727 
people had been start^ under summary pro- 
cedures since Dec. 13. 

Of these. 964 cases involved direct viola- 
tions of martial law, such as organizing 
strikes, and tbe others common criminal 
offences PAP said. 

More than 4.000 people, mainly leaders of 
the suspended Solidarity free trade union and 
dissident backers of the movement, are 
known to be already detained in intenunent 
camps but have not been charged. 

Tbe massive operation by regular and vol- 
unteer police units came amid the investiga- 
tion of a powerful explosion that rip^ 
through a Wroclaw workers' hostel, killing a 
man said to be tinkering with mine explo- 
sives. It also came on the heels of weekend 
demonstrations in Poznan, western Poland, 
against the Dec. 13 martial law decree, and 
after tbe discoveiy of a bwab-near Cogminn- 
ist offices in Lubin Saturday. 

Poland's government, meanwhile, 
reported new declines in the economy, saying 
in a PAP report that production in state 
enterprises declined 17.5 percent from 
December to January, putting its level 13.6 
percent below last January’s. Ibe report said 
production of radios, fur^ture, autos, tires, 
detergents and fish ato fell drastically, as did 
employment. It said jobs feU by 3.2 percent, 
or 150,000 workers compared to D^ember 
o f 1981. •

Syria maintams Hama siege 


DAMASCUS. Feb. 17 (/^) — Small- 
scale fighting was reported in the city of 
Hama Wednesday as Syrian troops main- 
tained a siege of tbe Muslim Brotherhood 
stronghold for tbe 16th consecutive day. 
according to informed sources here. 

The Syrian sources, who declined tp be 
Identified, said Syrian forces around Hama, 
175 kms north of Damascus, were largely 
successful in their crackdown on the out- 
lawed Muslim Brotherhood after IS days of 
fierce shelling and street fighting. — 

The sources said the Syrian troops were 
now in the process of purging rebels opposed 
to tbe ruling Socialist Baathist regime of Pres- 
ident Hafez Assad from remaining hideouts 
in one sector of the city and that the violence 
which marked the earlier days of tbe govern- 
ment crackdown had receded and was now 
reduced to sporadic gunfire and limited 
hand-to-hand combat 
In London, former Algerian President 
Ahmad Ben Bella, chairman of the Interna- 
tional Tsl s^wig Commission on Human Rights 
who helped form the match-dog group after 
being released from 16 years in prison last 
year, appealed in a lener to tbe Syrian presi- 
dent for a halt to all repressive measures in 
Syria. Tbe London-based commission 
strongly oondenmed the “increase in acts of 
blind violence perpetrated indiscriminately 
by tbe security forces against the population 
of the town of Hama in particular and against 
the population of Syria in general.” 

Tbe Qatar newspaper Al Arab quoted 
Lebanese sources as saying that Syria has 
informed Lebanese leaders that the Assad 
government had no plans to withdraw its 
peacekeeping forces from Lebanon because 
of unrest in Hama. Some 22,000 Syrian sol- 
diers have been in Lebanon since November 
1976 and have a mandate from tbe Arab 


League to keep peace. 

Diplomatic sources said the intensity of the 
fighting and shedbig in Hama had reduced 
certain buildings in the city of 250,000 to 
rubbles. Travelers spoke of a shortage of 
water, electricity, food and mediciiies as 
Syrian troops ring^ the city allowing no one 
to leave or enter except in cases of 
emergency. 

Travelers from Hama reaching the capital 
said families ate taking — shelter in fcose- 
ments of apartments to escape shelling and 
the biting cold. They said Muslim Brother- 
hood had taken up positions in underground 
tunn els forcing government troops to resort 
to intensive Celling of suspected Muslim 
Brotherhood niches. 

Syrian sources ealimed the battle started 
after police, who entered Hama to arrest a 
number of Muslim Brothers encountered 
heavy hostile fire summoned tbe army. Tanks 
and aitilleiy ringed Ham a and pounded 
neighborhoods where the Brothers were 
believed to be hidii^, these sources said. 

Tbe same well-iiffoimed sources said a 
mosque was blown up in Hama, the fifth since 
the fighting erupted Feb. 2 daiming more 
than 3,000 ■ casualties among the rebels and 
around 400 casualties among Syrian troops, 
according to official estimates. A breakdown 
of dead and wounded was unavailable. 

Travelers and other sources said some of 
tbe rebels were wearing army ‘ umfonns thos*. 
creating confusion and fordng Syrian troops 
to fire indiscriminately at suspected reb^ 
positions and at each other. The reports gave 
rise TO mmouis about a split in army ranks but 
there was no such defections. 

Other informed sources said tbe campaign 
was reduced to a deaning-up operation but 
that tbe government was bent on ' leaving oor 
trace of the opponents in Hama. ■

Kingdom, Tunisia sign 
memo of understanding 


RIYADH, Feb. 17 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
and Tunisia signed bene Wednesday a 
memojandum of understanding for agricul- 
tural cooperation. The memo was signed by 
Agriculture and Water Minister Dr. Abd^ 
Rahman Al-Sheikb and visiting Tunisian 
Fanning NGnister Al-Asaad ibn/^man. The 
meeting was the final woridng session bet- 
ween the two ministers. Asman had held talJcs 
with several Saudi Arabian ministers to pro- 
mote bilateral relations. 

The memo of understanding concentrates 
on both sides'emphasis on cooperation by 
excbanging experts and information. The 
Kingdom will provide the results of its iiriS^ 
tion research while Tunisia offeis expertise 
from its artificial irrigation and ^ding 
methods, aimed at preserving the subterra- 
nean water level 

The memo also provides for granting scho- 
larships for specialists at the Tunisian Fann- 
ing Minis try in anim al resources, the possibil- 
ity of recruiting Tunisian quali&d personnel 
for work in Saudi Arabia at the level of assis- 
tant technicians, skilled workers and veteri- 
nary doctors. The agreement also stresses the 
need for connnoing consultations and rein- 
forcing cooperation. 

Asman said after the meeting that establ- 
ishing a joint fishing company in Tunisia is 
being studied. The joint company would be 
set up in the context of the Sau^-Timisian 
Investment Company. 

He added that a group of Tunisian veteri- 
nary doctors will come to work in Saudi 
Arabia, in addition to a t eam of assis^t 
tech nicians in variou s specializa tions.

Texas Eastern, Mit- 
subishi and the Taiwan Fertilizer Company. 

The Saudi Methanol Company's agree- 
ment was signed in 1979 with a consortium of 
Japanese companies, led by Mitsubishi. 

SABIO established in 1976. is responsible 
for phase I of the Kingdom’s industrialization 
progpm. So far, about SR35 billion has been 
put into the basic industries coming up in 
Jubail and Yanbu.

Striking Golan workers fired 


TEL AVIV. Feb. 17 (AP) — Several 
hundred Druze workers in the occupied 
Golan Heights, on strike since Sunday in pro- 
test of the jailing of four community leaders, 
were fired Tuesday Israeli correspondents 
there learned. 

The four largest towns in the Golan were 
virtually deserted and all activities were at a 
standstill Tuesday as the region’s 13,000 
Druze residents continued a general strike. 

The four leaders were jaOed last Friday 
after protesting IsraeFs annexation of the 
Golan Heights last Dec. 14 and declaring 
their attachment with Syria. Hie striking 
workers were quoted by Israeli radio as say- 
ing: "This retaliatory measure will not make 
us retreaL” The residents were quoted as 


saying the strike would continue "as long as 
necessary." 

Observers noted that Israeli authorities 
had not resorted to a tactic they fiequently 
use to break commercial strikes in occupied 
territories, that of forcefully opening dosed 
shops. They estimated the aufoorities were 
counting on economic pressure to end the 
protest. 

Meanwhile, U.S. Senator John Glenn, 
Democrat, visited Israeli militaiy installa- 
tions in the Golan Heights Tuesday, accom- 
panied by former Israeli Air Force chief 
Benyamn Peled. It was the first such visit by 
an American member of Congress since the 
annexation. Sen. Glenn earlier met with 
I^ime Mincer Menahem Begin and Defease 
Minister Ariel Sharon. 


Goukouni offers to quit for unity 


NDJAMENA, Feb. 17 (AFP) — Embat- 
tled Chadian President Goukouni has indi- 
cated his willingness to step down if it would 
help "to restore peace in Chad." 

But be told a press conference bere'Tues- 
day he opposed a reshufDe in his transitional 
Government of National Unity (GUI^, 
composed of leaders of most of Chad's 
numerous factions, “although all the minis- 
ters are suggesting it.” Goukouni also refused 
to say if be would be a candidate in future 
elections, which he said the government was 
prepared to organize, though not wi thin the 
time limit laid down by the recent Organiza- 
tion of African Unity (OAU) conference on 
Chad in Nairobi. 

The conference, whose decisions were 
rejected by the GUNT, said that a ceasiefire 
between the government and the rebel- 


Armed Forces of the North (FAN) should 
come into effect by the end of this month. It 
also said a new constitution should be drawn 
up and general and presidential elections 
held before the end of June, when the OAU 
peacekeeping force in Chad is scheduled to 
withdraw. 

President Goukouni again rejected the 
Nairobi proposals, and called on the OAU to* 
"pull itself together and analyse the Chadian 
question oooUy in order to help to end the 
war." 

Goukouni said the Chadian problem was a 
military one and the government would act 
"with the aid of frien^y brother countries." 
He said that he would never ask the OAU 
force to withdraw from Chad because it 
would be tantamount to giving the Pan- 
-Ahricaa oiganiatiQii aa,undeseffed honor. . 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17(R) -The Pen- 
tagon has announced plans to-sell SlSO mil- 
licm worth of industrial plant equiptnent to 
Turkey to increase ils ability to service- its 
U.S.-made air force planes.

Rajavi threatens death

BEIRUT. Feb. 17 (AP) — Iran's most 
powerful opposition group has pledged con- 
tinued resistance to'AyatoQafa KhomeinTs 
regime with a two-pronged attack aimed at 
removing key regime figures and organizing 
strikes to cripple the country’s economy. 

Mujahedeen Khalq leader Massoud 
Rajavi, now living in self-exile in Paris, told 
the Associated Press in Beirut by telephone 
recently that although he doesn’t believe in 
the “physical removal of people,” it was 
necessaty to **get rid of those persons 
responsible *for oppression in Iran."

The Tehran government sti^ed a massive 
crackdown on leftist guerrillas throughout 
the capital city killing three key Mujah^een 
members in a raid on one of their Tehran 
hideouts. Those lulled included Mousa 
Khiyabani, oommander-in -chief of the 
Mujahedeen inside Iran, his wife Azar Reza’i 
and Rajavfs wife Ashraf RabTi. 

Despite the loss of his wife and Khiyabani, 
Rajavi, told the AP “The dawn of freedom 
for our people is close at hand. I see the year 
1982 as the last one for Khomeini.” 


Wazzan to visit 5 Gulf states 


BEIRUT, Feb. 17 (R) — Lebanese Prime 
Minister Sha^ Al-Wazzan, plans to visit five 
Arab states in the Gulf next week, oiGcial 
sources said Wednesday. Wazzan wOl start 
his tour in Saudi Arabia Sunday and then go 
on to Kuwait the United Arab Emirates, 
Bahrain and Qatar, returning to Beirut Fri- 
day. 

The independent Lebanese newspaper 
Am -Ntthar said Wasan would discuss finan- 
cia] aid to Lebanon, fears of an Israeli attack 


in the south and the prospects for an Arab 
League committee worii^g to reconcile 
Lebanon’s warrmg factions. 

At an Arab League Summit in Tunis in 
1979, Arab states ^reed to give Lebanon $2 
billion over five years to help aid the war-tom 
country. 

So far only $384 million of the $800 mil- 
lion for the first two years have arrived, 
finance ministry officials say. 


Mubarak back home after Oman trip 


CAIRO, Feb. 17 (R) — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak arrived home from 
Muscat Wednesday after two days of talks 
with Sultan Qaboos of Oman on Middle East 
developments. 

The trip to Oman was the first to another 
Arab country by Mubarak since he took 
power after the assassination of President 
Anwar Sadat last Oct. 6. 

Oman radio said Tuesday night that the 
talks dealt with the Arab situatfon, issues of 
mutual interest and the fostering of bilateral 
ties. In Cairo, the official Middle East News 
Agency quoted Mubarak's political advisor. 


Osama El-Baz, as saying the two leaders had 
also discussed ways reinforcing the Middle 
East peace process. 

In the communique, Egypt expressed sup- 
port for Qaboo^s “wise policy in countering 
the plots and intriges his government feces.” 
'This appeared an indirect reference to the 
reported unrest in the Dohfer area of south 
— Oman, where Communist rebel tribesmen 
are said to be operating with the backing of 
South Yemen. 

Oman has accused South Yemen of plot- 
ting with the Soviet Union. Libya and 
Ethiopia to undermine states in the Gulf.

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THE LESSER EVIL 


, jl^e allies of the United States.have often wondered why it insists 
on ^pporting El Salvador's present rulers, given their failure all this 
time to ensure even the minimum of security and stability for the 
country. Here is a regime which is not merely dictatorial and terroris- 
tic, but is also, patently and by any criterion, a ^Qure. 

The allies also wonder what is there to prevent the Americans from 
extending aid to the movements opposing the regime, so as to ensure 
an alternative acceptable to the United States, one which ^would 
exclude the influence of the Soviet Union. 

The argument of the administration — and indeed of previous 
administrations when faced with similar situations — is that such 
regimes as that of Duarte in El Salvador represent the 'lesser eviT, as 
their opponents seek to hand the country over to the Soviet Union 
and Cuba. 

But this argument has always worked so that it is exactly this result 
which obtains. Such assumptions tend to be self-fulfilling, as oppo- 
nents of regimes similar to that of El Salvador find themselves faced 
with the United States, and so see no option but to ally themselves to 
the Russians or the Cubans. This has happened so many times in the 
past that it is a wonder the obvious conclusion has not yet been 
drawn. 

Observers still remember Secretary of State Haig's anger -when 
someone asked him to justify his opposition to the developments in 
Poland, in view of his support for the El Salvador regime. ‘Ibat anger, 
everyone saw, was a cover for his inability to make a real case for the 
administration’s line on El Salvador. 

The Russians and Cubans might indeed eventually find their way 
to El Salvador. But the Americans must consider, if this comesabout, 
that it was their own policies which contributed to such an outcome, i 
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Mrs. Gandhi worried about superpower rivalry in Indian Ocean

NEW DELHI — 

Mis Indira Gandhi, the Indian premier, is deeply 
concerned about the growing superpower confron- 
tation in the Indian Ocean, which is eroding the 
littoral states' determination to establish the area as 
a "zone of peace.” Her deepest concern focuses on 
the huge American arms and aid package for Pakis- 
tan, which she says is undermining India's economic 
objectives. ■ • 

In an hour-long -interview, Mrs. Ghandhi discus- 
sed the implications of the U.S.-Soviet buildup. To 
put Mrs. Gandhr s anxieties into context, it is neces- 
sary to look at recent events in the Indian Ocean. 

The latest — according to government ofRcials 
here — is India's decision to shut its ports and 
airflelds to American and British warships and war- 
planes using the Indian Ocean island-base of Diego 
Garcia. New Delhi has also dsked Sri Lanka to 
explain the nature, extent and purpose of the stag- 
ing. oil storage and recreational facilities being 
made available to America's Seventh Fleet at the 
former British naval base at Trinoomalee. 

Privately, the Sri Lankans have denied they are 
granting the Americans conventional base faeflities 
in return for U.S. economic aid. It is known in Delhi 
nevertheless that a Texan firm called Coastal Cor- 
poration has reached agreement to reactivate the 
huge World War 11 oil terminal at Trinoomalee to 
service U.S. and other allied warships. 

At the same time Japan is funding the develop- 
ment of a huge rest and recreational complex for the 


benefit of five-spending U.S. seamen. 

Indians are also closely watching w'hat they 
regard as intensifying U.S. moves to outmaneuver 
Soviet activities in and around the Indian Ocean. 
They include approaches to the government of 
Pakistan's President Zia ul-Haq to permit the 
establishment of a control and command post for 
America's Rapid Deployment Force (RDF) in 
Karachi. 

The Indians are concerned about overtures to 
honaligned Burma to join in Washington's plans for 
a "strategic consensus” of states in the region ready 
to resist any Soviet expansionism. The U.S. Pacific 
commander-in-chief recently visited Rangoon after 
the sudden injection of S80 million of U.S. aid for 
Burma's faltering economy. 

In an exclusive interview at the start of her 14th 
year of power. Mrs. Gandhi expressed her concern 
over some of these developments, which she sees as 
transforming the Indian Ocean into an area of 
superpower rivalry. 

"Tliere is no doubt at all that already navies of the 
superpowers easily outnumber the navies of all 24 
littor^ states together. An October, 1981, count by 
India showed that 32 U.S. warships, including two 
aircraft carriers, were in the area along with 16 
auxiliaries. The Soviets at the time had 20 warships 
and 24 auxiliaries. Numbers of conventional and 
nuclear-powered submarines were not given. 

"Obviously it all brings danger much closer to our 
shores. As a matter of fact it will encourage other 
countries to increase their pressure.” 


Mrs. Gandhr s meaning was dear. As the U.S. 
buildup gathers momentum the Soviet Union can 
be expected to increase its strength in the area. She 
acknowledged Indian efforts to discourage the 
superpowers have so far failed. "Our pressing does 
not make anv difference.” she said, "but there's no 
question of changing our policy.” 

Washington has advised India that the buildup of 
U.S. strike power owes its origins to the Soviet entry 
into Afghanisi^n and the turmoil in Iran, which 
could in turn become a raiget for Soviet attack. 
Moscow has iol3f India that Soviet warships wilt quit 
the area only if the Americans do so. 

Mrs. Gandhi voiced concern about the consequ- 
ences of the S3.2 billion package of American mflit- 
aiy and economic aid for Pakistan. Besides provid- 
ing Pakistan with advanced weapons, including 40 
F-16 strike planes, the aid program is destabilizing 
India's economy. Mrs. Gandhi said. Her govern- 
ment had now to divert for defense "a lot of money 
needed for really cnidal'' development. 

She scorned suggestions that U.S. rearmament of 
Pakistan resulted from Russia's intervention in 
Afghanistan. "Pakistan's request for weaponry 
predates Soviet entry into Afghanistan.” she said. 

Mrs. Gandhi said that if Pakistan did provide the 
•U.S. with a base it would not only threaten India but 
would suck the entire region into the superpower 
conflict. She did not comment directly on the Indian 
ban on U.S. and British warships and warplanes 
which use Diego Garcia. That island-base techni- 
cally is part of what is known as British Indian 
Ocean Territory, and is about 1 ,S0G miles from the 


Indian subcontinental tip. In a war, because it pro- 
vides a heaven for U.S. nuclear missile carriers, the 
island would be a prime Soviet target and southern 
India would be in the f^Iout area. 


Sri Lanka's evident readiness to provide facilities 
for the Americans is a considerable' policy switch, 
inevitably associated with the U.S. economic Cavprs 
that have been bestowed on President Jayewar- 
dene's conservative adniinistration even though 
outside aid has yet to resolve tbe.op.untiy's poverty 
and extreme underdevelopment.

Initially a majority of Indian Ocean states hear- 
tily endorsed the "zone of peace” concept, but as 
the superpower contest has deepened, 15 countries 
have lined up with the West and three -with the 
Soviets. Six, including India, remain pledged to 
work for the eviction of American and Soviet milit- 


ary presences. 

Mrs. Gandhi has long insi^ed she is neither 
pro-American, nor pro-Soviet — only prd-Indian. 
Throughout the interview her critidsnas of U.S. 
policies were blunt, her references to the Soviets 
circumspect. This possibly was attributable to her 
wish to lessen India's reliance on Moscow. 


India is trying to mend its fences with China after 
20 years of confiontation. It is seeking closer coop- 
eration in arms procurement and hi^ technology 
with the middle powers of the worl<L Mrs. Gandhi 
said she had told Moscow its presence in Afghanis. - 
tan "is being used to greater advantage*' by 
West than by the Russians themselves." Ithinkthey 
recognize it,” she observed. (ONS) 


Argentina’s Galtieri promises gradual return to democracy 


Saudi Arabia's distinguished 
and unquestionable role in sup- 
porting Arab and Islamic causes, 
the current ^ab situation and 
developments in the Arab world 
in the light of IsraePs threats to 
wage c wide-scale assault on 
southern Lebanon figured for 
editorial comments in Wednes- 
day's newspapers. 

Ai BUad observed the King- 
dom’s ever-increasing [»litical, 
economic and military weight has 
caused concern to its enemies, and 
that accounts for the unsuccessful 
attempt to distort its bright image. 

Okaz criticized those who are 
trying to cast shadows on the 
Kingdom's Arab role. It cited the 
recent allegations by foreign 
media accusing the Kingdom of 
using its territories for sabotage 
against South Yemen as an exam- 
ple of the series of anti-Saudi 
Arabia campaigns masterminded 
by the enemies of Arabs and Mus- 
lims led by the Zionists and agents 
of imperialtsm. 

"These hostile campaigns are 
doomed to failure since the King- 
dom will never abandon its major 
responsibilities in backing with 
full weight Arab and Islamic issues 
and confronting Zionist, Com- 
munist and imperialist elements 
wherever they are,” the paper 
added. 

Refuting claims by a PLO offi- 
cial that the Kingdom was a U.S. 
agent, 0km. said nobody has 
branded PLO as a Soviet agent on 
the ground that it is getting its 
arms supplies from Moscow. The 
paper regretted such statements 
and said the Palestinians know 
well who are rendering constant 
and full support to their struggle. 

"The Kingdom's fell support to 
the Palestinian issue is widely rec- 


ognized even by Israel, which has. 
repeatedly admitted that Saudi 
Arabia has emerged as a front-line 
state in its confrontation with Tel 
Aviv. Everyone recognized that 
the Kingdom's objective in diver- 
sifying its arms sources is to build 
up a strong Arab army equipped 
with the most sophisticated 
weaponry for defending the Arab 
cause and liberate Palestine and 
the whole occupied Arab lands 
including Jerusalem,” the paper, 
condud^. 

A1 Madinak warned against a 
possible wide-scale Israeli attacks 
on southern Lebanon in collab- 
oration with the Lebanese militia 
of Gen. Haddad. It underlined the 
intensified contacts led by the 
Kingdom to mobilize Arab poteil- 
tiais and establish a collective 
Arab front for facing such Israeli 
threats and ensure the security 
and stability of Lebanon and its 
independence. 

Ai Jaarak urged the closing of 
Arab ranks and working out a col- 
lective Arab strategy for facing the 
Israeli challenges in the region. 
"We should learn from the lessons 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict that 
wrong foreign policy and rifts 

overshadowing inter- Arab ties are 
the main reasons which have 
enabled Israel to cany out its 
expansionist policy in the Arab 
lands,” the paper added. 

At Riyadh warned the Arabs 
against the emergence of a new 
political and militaiy situation in 
the region in favor of Israel due to 
current Arab rifts and lack of a 
collective Arab front against the 
Zionist expansionist policy. ''Only 
a strong unified Arab strategy will 
put an end to such Israeli arrog- 
ance and the Zionist occupation to 
the Arab lands.” the paper said.

BUENOS AIRES — 
As Argentina approaches the sixth anniversary of 
its right-wing military coup on March 24, Buenos 
Aires is experiencing the first perceptible, if still 
faint, signs of political liberalization. Officially 
AigentiDa remains under a state of siege. Political 
parties and union activities are banned, and Buenos 
Aires stili has its no-go areas where a pedestrian 
may be shot 1^ soldiers if found loitering. 

On Thursday afternoons a group of women wear- 
ing white bandannas walk silently before the Casa 
Rosada, the presidential palace. It is a passive pro- 
test against the refusal of the military authorities to 
publicize the names of the estimated 62iOO Argen- 
tinians w’ho disappeared after the coup. A year ago 
the women would have been bundled into police 
vans. On the streets of Buenos Aires the only per- 
ceptible violence these days is the occasional bank- 
raid — but thisioo is a farcty from before. When the 
military took power, street battles between security 
forces and guerrillas were a daily occurrence. 
Politically-motivated kidnappings took place by the 
hour. Yet according to human rights organizations. 


only six persons have been kidnapped in the last 1 2 
months, and five of these have been returned alive 
by their captors. 

"The left-wing guerrillas have been utterly dis- 
credited and anyway they have lost the war,” said a 
local journalist. 

Military officers called it the "holy war,” a 
latter-day crusade against what they saw as the 
threat of Marxism and anarchy. In the course of 
fighting the war they liquidated thousands of "ter- 
rorists" and many men and women remotely con- 
nected with them. The peace has been achieved 
through sheer force, and now the military seems 
more disposed than before to loosen the ties of 
repression. 

In recent weeks there has been a gradual lifting of 
censorship. Television remains firmly under the 
control of the military, but a number of previously 
banned films have teen put on general release, 
including Man of Iron, about Solidarity's struggle 
for freedom in Poland, andComiRg Home, a sting- 
ing attack on U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 

A series of concerts are scheduled to be given 
later this month by Mercedes Sousa, a Communist 


who was banned from singing here after the coup. 
In the bookshops, meanwhile, the best-seller 'is 
Army and Politics , a critical look at the role of the 
Argentine armed forces in government. Newspap- 
ers too are becoming bolder. 

Argentina's new President Leopoldo Galtieri 
wants a gradual return to full democracy — not one 
that takes place in leaps and bounds. He has hinted 
strongly that a new statute allowing political activity 
will te approved by the government, but Argen- 
tina's traditional parties, like the Peronists and the 
radicals, expect to have their politics closely super- 
vised by government "interventos”. 

Opposition parties remain unconvinced by the 
pace of liberalization. A statement issued by a 
grouping of the five major parties, including the 
Peronists. said recently: "The people demand 
respect and only receive aggression. The people 
demand justice and get indifference. They demand 
freedom and have to put up with threats." 

The outlawed unions meanwhile have promised 
that a "winter of discontent” will te^n after the 
local summer (January-March). A major dOemma 
facing Galtieri is how to keep to the general direc- 


tion of his political program without tiirnuig back 
on his economic policies. 

Officially Galtieri has given his fell backing to 
Economy Minister Roberto Alemann's tough 
monetarist policies. Having inherited an iiifiatibn 
rate of 132 percent, and a debt of $30 biDioh, 
Alemann is tumhig the country's public sector 
upside down, and freezing wages. The public sector, 
which accounts for about 60 percent of industrial 
output, has historically strong defendets in 
milita^ and civilian circles', and the wage freeze is 
angering the luiions. 

In a lecrat interview, Alemann declared, that it 
was unrealistic to think in terms of a fuD democracy 
un^ the economy had been put back inw shape. 
Critics, however, claim that a parfiaihentaiy system 
mu^ be restored before any succesfel economic 
policy can be applied — otherwise social unrest will 
reach boiling point, and the military may be temp- 
led to embark on yet another war. (ONS) 


Allies annoyed by U.S. stand on pipeline

LONDON — 

The Reagtm administration's detennination to 
stop the pipeline which is planned to pump gas from 
Western Siberia to West Europe starting in 1984 is 
developing into one of the most damaging family 
quarrels ever to trouble the Western Alliance. 

The general strategy behind the American effort 
has been clearly stated by the American Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger. It is to ‘make Soviet 
industry increasingly obsolete' by reducing Western 
credits and sales of technology to the Soviet Union. 
The Reagan administration wants to stop the 
pipeline precisely because it will be from the mid- 
1 9S0s Moscow's chief earner of hard currency with 
which to buy advanced Western equipment. 

The U.S. deputy commerce secretary told a sub- 
committee of the House of Representatives this 
week that it would be possible to stop the use of 
American components needed in the pipeline's 
construction. These are General Electric turbine 
parts for the 41 compressor stations that will drive 
the gas along the pipeline. The Americans hope that 
holding these up would make it impossible for 
European contractors to complete the turbines they 


British experts doubt that this will work in the 
long run. Jonathan Stern, a leading London special- 
ist in Soviet energy matters, believes the pipeline 
could be held up for as much as a year if the Ameri- 
cans are ‘one hundred percent uncooperative.' He 
points out that the rotar technology needed to pro- 
duce the parts in question is not particularly 
advanced, and that GE has its present monopoly 
because it is the only company that has the capacity 
to produce them in large numbers. 

However, a French company, Alsthom- 
Ailantique, does have some capacity to produce the 
complete turbines using technology it acquired 
from GE several years ago. But Stern points out 
that if European firms, including Alsthom, do find 
themselves caught in an American legal net. the 
Russians can te expected to take retaliatory meas- 
ures. 

A natural one. he believes, would be for the 
Russians to refuse to award contracts to any Euro- 
pean firm that uses American licences or is liable to 
* be restricted in its commercial dealings by Ameri- 
can law." If we get nasty with the Russians” he says 
"they can get nasty with us." 

One of the main American arguments against the 


pipeline is that the Russians might threaten to turn 
off the gas supply to extract political concessions 
from West Europe . British specialists do not 
believe this. Professor Alec Nove of Glasgow Uni- 
versity argues that "the Russians could not turn off 
the tap without hurting themselves, unless it was a 
situation close to war.” 


The Russians have now started to make this point 
themselves. Vadim Zagladin. the first deputy head 
of the Soviet Central Committee's International 
Depanment and a member of President Leonid 
Brezhnev's advisers' circle, was asked in Paris ear- 
lier this month if the Soviet Union would stick to the 
terms of the gas contract. 


"I shall tell you a story instead”, Zagladin ans- 
wered his interviewer. "Well, it is a true story. I go 
back to the 22 June. 1941 (the day Hitler invaded 
the Soviet Union)...On that day Brezhnev was one 
of the secretaries of the Dnepropetrovsk region (in 
the Ukraine). So what did he do? What things did 
he do first when he heard that war had broken out? 
He said, therefore; First of all, we have to stop the 
Ukrainian wheat-irains. which were already on 
their way to Germany. 1 think that there is your 
reply.”

Don't trust government statistics he 
warned because they may be out a billion or 
two. The government, he bantered, is like the 
- corporation president who wanted to know 
whar2 plus 2 equalled. To find out. he called 
in his lawyer who stroked his beared, cited 
pie^dents, and argued astutely that 2-+ 2 * 
4. Then the executive summoned his 
engineer. After fiddling with his slide rule 
and puffing on his pipe, the engineer con- 
cluded the answer was 4. Still not satisfied, 
: the president sent for his accountant. On 
1 . hearing the question, the accountant shut the 
door, tiptoed over to the corporation presi- 
dent and whispered in his ear. “And what do 
' you want it to be, sir?" 

; ' So much for U.S. government statistics! 

. Paris, who is publisher of the Free Market 
'^Perspectives newsletter, has just as little 
'• regard for econometric models, even those 
. done by such prestigious groups as The Club 
of Rome. 

“The Club of Rome ran a model of natural 
resources through their computers and pro- 
jected it into the future." he said. “This 
econometric model forecast the world would 
run out of natural resources before the end of 
this century." 

Published in the best-seller. The Limits To 
Growth, the findings gave a global boost to 
ecologists. It didn't impress Paris one whit. 
He preferred the econometric model cited in 
the ffow To Get To The Future Before It Gets 
To You. The top pollution problems in New 
York City in 1870 were horse manure (the 
auiomobUe wasn't around of course), and 
spit. Taking the 1870 figures on manure and 
sp^^ and. projecting them a cenniry in the 
iViture, the prediction was that “"by 1 970 the 
city of New York would be under 14 stories of 
manure and drowning in spit.” 

It hasn't happened, and why it didn't hap- 
pen according to Paris, is because individuals 
learn from experience and change their ways 
when necessary. 

Paris argues that individual economic deci- 
sions, or microeconomics, are what counts 
while government interference only distorts 
the economy and causes problems. He 
"wouldn't dream of calling on government to 
stop recessions since it is government credit 
policies which cause them." 

Paris, who has worked in investment for 21 
years, thinks the U.S. economy is now in the 


late stages of rccessii^n. the lime when plants 
close di>wn and the Tuture looks grim. He 
takes u sanguine view', however, declaring 
that “recession is the giuHl part of the cycle 
when wc'rc curing distortion. Business is 
adjusting potduciion to lower demands, and 
this is the first step toward cleaning up the 
balance sheets." 

Although the first quarter of 1982 will be 
bad. the U.S. eci>nomy. he predicts, will have 
improved by the end of the second quarter, 
and then will “expand all the way into 1 984." 
He is also optimistic that there is now no risk 
of runaway infjaiion or big fun her collapse in 
commodity prices. 

“The stock market needs one more final 
washout," according lo ParLs, “and then it 
will be time to get into the stocks that are now 
depressed." Railways and rail equipment, the 
automobile and housing industries are all due 
fora boom. So are non-energy resources like 
copper and zinc. 

The speakers at the two day seminar organ- 
ized by David Valle, agreed that onc-lhird of 
one's liquid assets should be in speculative 
investments. Frak Bachmann from FOCO 
Bank in Switzerland suggested what might be 
done with another third. You guessed it: it 
should be put into a Swiss bank. He got warm 
applause from Americans in the audience 
when he said that tax evasion (unlike tax 
fraud) was not a crime in Switzerland. Swiss 
bankers, who outnumber dentists in that 
Alpine country, would therefore keep tradi- 
tional bank secrecy when questioned about 
clients* accounts hv the IRS. 

Bachmann's own recipe to become a mil- 
lionaire is to take $10,000 to a Swiss bunk 
and convert it to yen or lira, “Then you're 
immediately a millionaire." 

Bachmann was out to reinforce the bank- 
ers* mystique rather than debunk it when he 
quoted the advice of the gnomes of Zurich; 
When a Swiss banker jumps out ofa window, 
jump also because there is some profit to be 
made." 

Politics, as everyone know's, is serious bus- 
iness, but even on the subject of American 
policy in the Middle Ea.st. Dr. Ibrahim 
Oweiss leavened his assessment with an 
anecdote. 

After ten years of happily married life, a 
man wanted to offer his wife a gift. “Well, 
what is it to be — a mink coat or a trip to 
Sweden?” he asked her. His spouse replied. 
“A trip lo Sweden — mink coals are cheaper 
there," Oweiss's point was that the U.S. is 
caught up in a contradictory policy, thinking 
ft can have its cake and eat ir too. 

Speaker O.E. Roethenmund is president 
of Deak and Co., the holding company for 
Deak-Perera that comprise the largest deal- 
ers of foreign exchange and precious metals 
in the world. He was pessimistic about the

fight against inflation and unemployment in 
the United States and Europe. Nevertheless, 
he suggests clever individuals can still beat 
the system as his story of how one man fought 
inflation shows.

KEY WEST. Florida. (Rj — Treasure 
hunter Mel Fisher has retrieved gold, silver 
and historic artifacts worth S60 million from 
two sunken Spanish galleons on the Gulf of 
Mexico seabed. He says there is treasure 
wonh a further $300 million in the wreck of 
the Nuestra Senont de Atocha and $1 00 mil- 
lion in the Santa Margarita, which lie 40 miles 
west of Key West. 

Fisher says it is all his. The government of 
Florida says it belongs to the state. Fisher has 
offered to give the state 25 percent — “a 
cross-section rhey can put in their museums." 
The state says the treasure is not his to give, 
but at the same time it has offered to “pay” 
fisher 75 percent as a salvor s fee. 

In August 1979. seeking to curtail his 
'activities until the legal questions were set- 
tled. the state arrested Fisher and jailed him 
for "grand theft of a cannon." 

A grand jury threw out the case. Fisher 
sued the state for $1 1 million in compensat- 
ory and punitive damages. 

The legal battle, largely one of semantics, 
went before the U.S. supreme court last Jan. 
20. The treasure is meanwhile on display in 
its entirety for the first and possibly last time. 

The treasure is on display in the historic 
East Martello Fort, a museum in this com- 
munity at the southern tip of Florida until 
March 7.

Liver transplants could soon be routine

HANOVER (INP) — Many doctors in 
the Federal Republic of Germany enjoy 
imeroationaf recognition. By the same 
token, numerous ho^itals in the Federal 

Republic are knwan intcmafionally for the 
advanced level of their equipment and 
technology. Thus, liver transplants, for 
instance, are no longer a heroic operation in 
German hospitals. However, as the pre- 
stigious Frankfurter AUgemeine Zeitung 
reoentiv indicated, they arc still not as much 
as clinical routine as kidney transplants. 

Professor Rudolf Pichlraayr. dif^tor of 
the department of abdominal and trans- 
plant surgery at the suigery center of the 
.Hanover Medical School, ts one of the few 


surgeons in the world who are Foiging ahead 
practically and scientifically in the 
development of procedures for the rreai- 
ment of liver problems. The German pro- 
fessor is not only a skillful surgeon, but also 

enjoys international prestige as a 

researcher. 

Since Pichimayr came to the northern 
German city of Hanover (capital of lower 
Saxonyj in 1 968, 640 kidney iransplanis 
have taken place there, more than in any 
other German clinic in 1 972 Proft-jisor Pich- 
imayr began concentrating more strongly 
on the liver and put together a team that 
since then has devoted intensive clinical and 
scieniific study to the problems involved m 
liver trunsplants. and has carried out opera- 


tions requiring complicated technical 
equipment. 

One of his female patients has been living 
with a transplanted liver for more than six 
years no%. This, however, should not hide 
the fact that there are also failures. Still, the 
few spectacular successes that have been 
attained document the potential benefit of 
liver transplants. They permit hope for 
progress in the future and, at the same time, 
then justify this kind of radical surgical 
interx-entio'n in the case of fatally ill patients 
for whom there is no other hope. The liver is 
a kind of" metabolic factory” for the human 
body and. as such, we cannot survive with- 
out it. >

Fisher and the 60 or so employees of his 
company. Treasure Salvors Incorporated, 
scoured 150 fruitless miles before be found 
\h& Atocha off the Marouesas Keys in 1971. 

The state then said the wrecks lay in 
Florida waters and laid claim to the treasure 
that Fisher's divers had begun to recover. 
Demanding 25 percent, state officials confis- 
cated the gold and silver as it was brought 
ashore. 

Treasure Salvors, which Fisher says is 
backed by 35 major investors each of whom 
iniriaiiy put up between $25,000 and 
SSO,0(}0, has offered to give the state division 
of archives 25 percent of the treasure. 

The state has said thanks, but no thanks. 

"It's a matter of semantics, says Division 
Director Ross Morrell. “This material is the 
property of the people. It's not a case of us 
taking away 25 percent. We wnff give them 75 
percent as payment for their work." 

Thus far the state has lost every legal bat- 
tle. A U.S. District Court judge ruled in 1978 
that “the wreck site is outside the territorial 
boundaries of the United States and Florida 
and under provisions of applicable treaties, 
which are supreme law of the land, no 
claim can be made on the basis of sovereign 
ownership.” 

The Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
the judges ruling in 1980, the year that 
Fisher's divers found the Margarita, about 
three miles from the Atocha. 

Florida appealed to the Supreme Court. 
Hearing oral arguments last month. Justice 
Sandra Day O'Omnor asked attorneys for 
the state: “At just what point in time, in 
history, do you believe the state of Florida 
owned this treasure?" 

Fisher says the governments of Colombia, 
Peru. Panama, Mexico, Cuba and especially 
Spain would probably have a better case that 
the state of Honda. 

But they have not staked any claims. 
Indeed, Spain's former defense minister, 
Gen. Manuel Gutierrez Metlado, came to 
Key West to open Fisher' s exhibition, pan of 
which will be shown in Madrid and Barcelona 
later this year. 

The exhibition occupies 1 2 rooms. There 
are more than ISO pounds (70 kg) of gold 
plates, cups, bars and chains and dozens of 
“Pieces of Eight” arranged on large sprigs of 
coral in plexiglass cases guarded by police- 

There are also 800 pounds (365 kg) of 
silver, as well as candlesticks, jewels, etch- 
ings. maps and original Spanish documents. 
Dioramas and graphics tell the stoiy of the 
ill-fated 1622 fleet and the recovexy of its 
treasure. 

Now the case between Rsher and state has 
reached the Supreme Court where it has been 
refined to a technicality.

Because state courts do not hear admiralty 
cases. Treasure Salvors has no recouise but to 
accept state ownership of the treasure, they 
add.

JAKARTA (DN) — In villages through- 
out Indonesia, it is not uncommon for people 
to walk three to six miles just to bring a pail of 
water. Government officials concede that the 
countiy might not be able to reach the goal of 
the United Nations International Drinking 
Water Supply and Sanitation Decade. The 
U.N. aim is foreveiybody to have reasonable 
access to drinking water and sanitation by 
1990. 

But keeping the pace of work done in the 
past three yeais, Indonesia mig^t still be able 
to shorten the walk of rural villagers to the 
nearest hydrant, community well, or water 
storage tank. 

Already, the government has spent $200 
million for water supply development in the 
. put jhree .'.years. A huge water supply 
development plan is alro underway. In the 
.fivpqyegr period up to 1984.jfor instance, 
2,099 small and large towns will have their 
own water supply systems. 

Suj^lying a small town with water requires 
the inst^latlon of water fadlities with a five- 
to-lO-liter-per-second capacity serving 
communities of 5,000 to 10,000 residents.- 
The pipelines and water treatment equip- 
ment be locally made. 

One such town is Donggala in Centra] 
Sulawesi. Tlie water project there has a 
capacity of 20 liters per second, supplying 
water to 60 percent of the residents projected 
to reach 2(),000 by 1984 when the water- 
works will be operational. 

But a public works department official says 
that Indonesia, by the end of the Water and 
Sanitation Decade, will be able to supply the 
water and sanitation needs of only 75 percent 
of city residents and 42 percent of rut^ villa- 
gers. 

Public Works Minister Purnomosidi 
Hajisarosa admits that little has been done to 
provide safe water in the past, although 
major efforts have been realized in the past 
three years. 

In that rime, the country's water supply 
capacity has risen from 20,500 liters per sec- 


ond in 1978 to 24,000 liters per second in 
1981. A further 30,000 liters per second is 
expected by 1984. In 1978, the countiy was 
able to supply water to only 36 percent of city 
dwellers and 18 percent of rural folks. 

For Indonesia, it is not that easy. For one, it 
has to develop from a low water supply start- 
ing base. Another constraint is that its popu- 
lation could reach about 188 million in 1990 
from the present 147 million. 

The whole world isn't faring well either. A 
1976 World Health Organization report 
noted that in rural areas, 78 percent of the 
people did not have reasonable access to 
adequate water supply. 

“Reasonable access" to water supply is 
defined for cities, for instance, as “suffi- 
ciently close so that family members do not 
spend a disproportionate part of the day 
bringing water. 

About 25,000 people- die every day today 
because of the lack of clean drinking water. In 
many developing countries, three to four out 
of eveiy five children die before the end of 
their childhood. A primary cause of their 
early death is poHuted water. Indeed, up to 
three-quarters of all iQnesses in the world 
could be prevented by the adequate supply 
and correct use of safe water. 

In fact, a healthy body can do without food 
for up to a month, but without water for only 
a few days. The human body’s need for water 
is more important than for anything, except 
oxygen. 

Water is also important to nationa; 
development. Talking of the basics alone, 
drinking, washing and cooking are the three 
main human uses of water. Farmers and fac- 
tory owners also realize they cannot work 
without water, so necessary to livestock, to 
irrigate fields, and to run industrial plants. So 
much so that water has often been diverted to 
industrial uses and farmlands but not to the 
houses of rural villagers. 

The Water and Sanitation Decade target is 
well meaning, but some countries, given the 
size of their water problems, may find it 
daunting. But given the political will, safe 
water for all is possible. 


Cable radio network relays 
valuable educational data

HANOI (DN) — While some countries 
weigh the likely effects of cable television, 
Vietnam is trying to extend its cable radio 
network. Started tn 1956 after the war 
against the French, the network now covers 
the whole of North Vietnam. Nearly every 
house has its set, linked through a village or 
commune center to one of 60 local receiving 
stations, over which comes news, prop- 
aganda, music, early morning exercise classes, 
drama instructions and advice. 

A strong local flavor is given by the com- 
mune relay which adds its own programming 
to the centrally produced material. In some 
places, reports and requests by the village 
oonimittees are relayed over a phone linked 
to the cable, to the district party or coopera- 
tive headquarters. 

Ly Van Sau, director of the service, claims 
that North Vietnam's recent good harvest is 
proof of the network's effectiveness. New 
methods of cultivation were used, farmers 
following instructfons given over the cable, 
and yields rose significantly, he says. 

North Vietnam is certainly not Huxley’s 
vision of Brave New World, most of its 30 
million people are clump^ in villages of 
3.000 to 5,000 each throu^out the rich plain 
of the Red River and into the hills beyond. 
With few good roads or lelepbooK in most 

parts, radio becomes a vital link. 

TTie cable costs almost nothing to the v3- 
lager; on the other hand, transistor batteries 
are scarce and expensive, and often the only 
way to obtain them is to register the set with 
the commune which controls supplies. TV 
sets (about a million throughout the countiy ) 
must also be legistered. 

Radb has been part of Vietnamese life 
since it was started in the jungle over 30 yeais 
ago. Sau was there. ‘‘We had two elephants 


and we used to load up the transmitter eveiy ' 
morning and move. The French never found 
us. Afterwards the elephants got a medal.” 
Radio Vietnam has been off tlte air for only 
nine mmut'es since then — on Dec. 24, 1972, 
the U.S. bombing of Hanoi. 

Cable was adopted as a low-cost alterna- 
tive to a “wireless” system under which every 
family would have had to buy their own radio. 
Plans for expansion include extending the 
service to the soutiiem provinces and more 
programming. 

A new unit has been set up to produce 
programs on agriculture, health and family 
planning with the help of the United Nations 
Children's (UNICEF) and the United 
Nations Fund for PopidatioD Activities 
(UNFPA). The unit will shortly set up shop is 
Ho Chi Minh City (Saigon) and expand its 
present offices in Hanoi. With UNFPA help, 
30 trainees spent three months at the 
Development Training and communications 
Planning (DTCP) in Bangkok. 

But ^1 is not roses. In a commune near 
HanoL the operator/announcer proudly put 
on a scratchy record, saying " Everyone is 
hearing this," and took us to a solid brick- 
built house nearby. No sound. The solid citi- 
zen had disconnected his set because it inter- 
fered with his nightly television-watching. By 
the time he hooked it up again, the electricity 
had failed. 

TV will not be a big force in Vietnam for 
some time yet. It aits for only two houis in the 
evening, from 7 p.in. to 9 p.m., and the most 
popular programs are sports, beamed by 
satellite fr'om the U.S.S.Ror Eastern Europe. 
The local programming, especially drama, 
professionally acted and prtxiuced, suffers 
from poor facilities — HonoFsTV studios are 
housed in a converted rice warehouse — - and 
a melange of equipment from all over the 
world.

PARIS, Feb. 1 7 (AP) — Corsican nationa- 
lists early Wednes^y claimed they planted 
1 9 bombs which exploded during the night m 
Paris and Versailles, causing minor damage 
but no injurks, and three others which failed 
to explode.

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe dismissed 
Joshua Nkomo, his main political rival, from 
the cabinetWednesdayin the wake of accusa- 
tions that Nkomo was plotting a coup. 
Mugabe made the announcement at a news 
confeience. 

Mugabe announced a reshuffle of his 
cabinet in which Nkomo, rwo other cabinet 
ministers from Nkomo' s party and the only 
deputy minister from Nkomo' s party were 
fired. Earlier in the day, security sources had 
said the army and police were under orders to 
continue detentions of members of Nkomo' s 
minority Zimbabwe African People's Union 
party, llie sources said the offices and homes 
of ZAPU leaders also were being searched. 

Mugabe, outright winner of Zimbabwe's 
independence election in April 1 980, with 57 
seats in the 1 00-seat parliament, invited 
Nkomo s party to join him in government for 
the sake of national unity allowing seven 
years of war between black nationalists and 
white rule. 

Meanwhile, Zimbabwe soldiers and police 
were under orders Wednesday to continue 
detentions of ZAPU party men and search 
offices and homes of its officials for evidence 
of an alleged coup, security sources said. An 
undisclosed number of officials and suppor- 


ters of the Zimbabwe African Peoples’ Union 
(ZAPU) have been (Icrained under 
emergency powers regulations since more 
than 30 massive caches Of arms were 
unearthed on ZAPU ofTicials' properties 
early this month. 

Nkomo met with Mugabe's Zimbabwe 
African National Union (Patriotic Front) 
ministers hours after Home Affairs Minister 
Richard Hove announced that 1 1 companies 
owning farms, hotels and other businesses 
had been outlawed by presidential decree for 
alleged links to the hoarding of arms, Nkomo 
headed the board of five of the companies 
while ZAPU cabinet ministers and other 
party officials sat on the boards of rhe others. 

Police and soldiers were busy investi ga ting 
the activities of at least 44 other companies 
owned by Nkomo and other ZAPU officials, 
security sources told the As-sociated Press 
Wednesday. 

Disclosures of the extent of the 
muliimillion-dollar empire of Nkomo and his 
colleagues have made headlines in the coun- 
try's main newspapers, owned by the state- 
controlled Mass Media Trust and edited by 
Mugabe loyaltsrs.

Inhuman treatment of unionist 
in South African jail alleged 


CAPE TOWN. Feb. 17 (R) — Con- 
trovert grew Wednesday over the death in 
police detention of a white trade union leader 
after veteran opposition politician Helen 
Suzman said he had been subjected to inhu- 
man and deeding treatment. 

Speaking in a special debate on the report 
of a government commission which investi- 
gated South Africa's tough security laws. 
Mrs. Suzman read a letter from an uniden- 
tified detainee which alleged that Dr. Neil 
Aggett had been beaten up. 

The death of Dr. Aggert. the Transvaal 
secretary of a black workers' union, in his cell 
early this month, sparked protests in South 
Africa and abroad. Police said Dr. Aggett's 
death, the first of a white man in security 
police custody, was suicide. 

Government spokesman rejected Mrs. 
Suzman's allegations and Justice Minister 
Kobie Coetsee said: "The member for 
Houghton (Mrs. Suzman) has proved here 
today that she can fabricate documents." 
Police Minister Louis Le Grange challenged 
her to name the detainee who had supplied 
the information. He also denied that Dr. 
Aggett had been ill-treated while in deten- 


tion. “He had no injuries other than those 
which caused his death." Le Grange said. 

According to civil rights groups. Dr. 
Aggett was tiie 46th person to die in security 
police detention since 1963. Mrs. Suzman 
had said that no matter what the findings of 
the post mortem on Dr. Aggen were, it was 
section 6 of the Terrorism Act that had killed 
him. Section 6 allows for virtually indefinite 
detention in solitary confinement without 
charges for purposes of interrogation. 

Prime Minister P.W. Botha said earlier 
that the government had accepted in princi- 
ple the report of a commission of inquiry into 
security legislation. The report, which was 
handed to parliament only two days before 
Dr. Aggett's death, recommended greater 
access lo detainees. 

In Canberra, Australia's parliament Wed- 
nesday agreed to send a message of deep 
sympathy to the family and friends of Dr. 
Aggett. Opposition member of parliament 
Chris Hurford. who proposed the morion, 
said the Sotuh African government had pro- 
vided no satisfactory explanation for the 
“outrageous situation’' of Dr. Aggett's death.

Coast Guardsman dies 


Ship blaze in U.S. contained 


KALAMA, Washinglon Feb. 17 (AP) — 
A fire that has raged for more than two ^ys 
aboard a beached grain fre^ter was s^ 
smouldering Wednesday, but officials 
believed tanks carrying 3S4.000 gallons of 
fuel were safe. One Coast Guard firefighter 
was killed and another was critically 
wounded in the fire, which began Sunday 
night. 

Foam was applied Tuesday night to the 
\%2-me\er Protector Alpha to keep the blaze 
from spreading to the fuel tanks, said Lt. John 
Schott of the Coast Guard ofKrations center 
in Seattle. The vessel is carrying about 2,000 
tons of wheat. "We flooded the compart- 
ments over the fuel tanks, then sprayed foam 
over the water," Schott said. “'That appears 
to be containing the fire." 

In a decision that sparked some con- 
troversy, the vessel was cut loose from its 
moorage at the north Pacific grain growers 
terminal Sunday after the fire broke out. 
Grain employees feared the ship fire could 
endanger a nearby grain elevator. Coast 
Guard Capt. Kirk Greiner criticized the ded- 
sion to cut the ship loose, noting the move 
temporarily stranded at least 25 firefighters 
on the vessel. They were rescued about half 
an hour later by tugs and fireboats. 

But several other firefighting offidals said 
the decision was a wise one, saying flames 
ftom the ship could have ignited grain dust. If 
the fire had spread to the elevator's grain- 
loading mechanism, "that elevator would 
have turned into one great big bomb," said a 
spokesman of the Kalama fire department. 

The cause of the blaze, which began while 
workers were loading fuel onto the vessel, 
was being investigated. Alan E. Carbaugh, 
22. of Tumalo, Oregon, a Coast Guardsman 
who suffered massive head injuries in an 
explosion aboard the vessel, died Tuesday, 
said a hospital spokesman in nearby Port- 


land. 

A second man. Coast Guard chief warm' ni 
officer Joseph Hoffman, 41, of Vanaruy'er. 
was reported in critical but stable condition. 

Three freighter crewmen were treated, for 
smoke inhalation shortly after the fire fa>ruke 
out and a Seattle fire captain suffered rnulti- 
ple cuts. 

The ship was reported owned by live Pra- 
lecnis Alpha Navigation Co. of Limassol. 
Cyprus. Thirty Filipino crewmen ofi hoard 
when the fire began left the fi^ighl er. The 
Merchant's Exchange of Portland /said the 
vessel had come to Kalama from the i -ar East, 
with a stop in Astoria, Oregon, 'and was 
scheduled to take the wheat to Ind onesia.

LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP) — The British 
governme-.'it Tuesday asked civil sen^ants 
under 21 y ears of age and adults in their first 
year of SCO ice to accept a years pay freeze 
under a p 3 >' package that raised the spectre of 
a repeat of fast year's 21 -week strike. 

The p 2 v freeze would apply to 65,000 of 
this counm‘5 520,000 civil sen'ants who 
went out on strike last March in^ selective 
walkouts and fob slowdowns that crippled tax 
collection, dis»rupted travel and ambulance 
serkfices. Govisniment finances, courts and 
defense eslabli shmenis were also thrown into 
turmoil. 

The new pay offer brings Prime Minister 
Margaret Tha tcher’s Conservative govern- 
ment again into conflict with the civfl servants 
who nave demfinded a 13 percent raise across 

the board with a minimum increase of 1 2.50 
pounds (S22.50) a week. The general we- 
re* ary of the Council of Civil Service Unions, 
ca’-ied the govern menf s price freeze proposal 
"ludicrous, inept, stupid and offensive” and 
o’emanded arbitration of the 13 percent pay 
cl. aim. .<krbitra»ion of pay claims was agreed in 
las t year' s senlement. 

C'iviJ service pay ranges from 4,838 
ppji ids (S8.70S) a year for theTbwest paid 
ianitt 'rs and other manual workers to 35.475 
pounces ($63,855) for to^level officials. 

The aovemment's offer, the treasury said, 
is"desii‘!ned to recognize and reward experi- 
ence."

The drivers, demanding payment of a 
seven percent wage increase negotiated last 
summer, brought the nation's 1 1 ,000-iniIe 
(17,700 km) network to a halt Tuesday 
for a 16tfa day. Another one-day strike is 

scheduled Thursday. The railroad has been 
paralyzed three days a week since the 24- 
hour strikes began Jan. 13. 

A committee of inquiry headed by long- 
time labor troubleshooter Lord McCarthy 
Tuesday blamed both management and the 
union for the strike and set a one-week target 
for them to thrash out a solution. 

The striking Associated Society of

workers, accepted the proposed settlement

The precise 
figures for foreign sales are 28.15 percent, or 
516,503 cars out of 1,834,826 in 1981 
against 23.1 percent in 1980 after a level of 
22 percent for several years. 

The leading foreign manufacturer con- 
tinued to be the West German Volkswagen 
firm which sold 122,212 vehicles, half of 
them the Golf Runabout car. This was an 
increase of 29,000 on 1980. Second came 
Ford which sold 101,336 cars, 44 percent of 
them Escorts. This was an increase of 33,000 
on 1980. 

The Italian group sold 82,574 cars. 30 

percent of them Ritmos, represen ting an 
increase of 14,000 on 1980. General Motors 
came fourth, helped by sales of its Opel. 
Kadett and Ascona models to market a total 
of 34,670 vehicles, which is 900 more than in 
1980. 

The Italian Alfa Romeo saw its sales 
slip to 24.923, while the Geiman BMW firm 
improved its performance by 7300 to 
24,521. The British Leyland group slipped 
back with sales of 23,996, while the Soviet 
Lada achieved sales of 19324 against 
13.069, and Mercedes-Benz reached 16,158 
against 14,430.

Greece may seek 
$1.6b in loans 

ATHENS. Feb. 17 (R) — Greece might 
have to borrow $1 .6 biUion this year, slightly 
more than in 1981, in spite of substantial 
payments by the European Economic Com- 
mumty (EEC) and domestic production of 
oil for the first time, a Bank of Greece source 
has said 

The source said Monday net transfers from 
the EEC this year were estimated at $500 
miflion, while a mild winter and the country's 
first locally-produced crude would help save 
another $500 million. But public seaor fore- 
ign borrowing was put at SI 3 to $1.6 billion 
he added. 

Official borrowing abroad, not including 
state-owned organizations, would be in the 
region of $1 billion and the government was 
already seeking a $400 million Euzxjcredit 
with a life of eight to lOyears, the source said. 
This would ^ its fi^ approach to the 
Euromarket, he added. '

The nemesis of giant airlines strikes anew 


LONDON, Feb. 17 (R) — Alleging he 
was overcharged 50 sterling ($85) on a 
flight from London to Brussels, Lord 
Betbell stalked into the office of the Belgian 
airline Sabena and served a writ on the 
manager. 

The English aristocrat, who lists his hob- 
bies in “^o's Who” as playing cricket and 
poker, has become the nemesis of the Big 
aiiiines in a seven-year campraign to bring 
down air fares in Europe. 

The writ was his latest attack at the air- 
lines and hit Sabena just three days after sir 
Freddie Laker's cut-price airline folded 
under debts of 270 rnfllion sterling (S510 
million). It was clear demostration that the 
collapse of Laker Airways after a four-year 
battle with the big airlines for cheap fares 
across the Atlantic, had not defleaed Lord 
Bethell. 

While Laker was a victim of too much 
cut-throai competition on the trans- 
Atlantic routes. Lord Becheil blames lack of 
competition for the high fares in Europe. 

It annoys Lord BetheO intensely that be 
can fly some 8,000 miles (13,000 lun) from 
London to Los Angeles for little more than 
it costs him to go 800 miles (l,300kins) to 
Rome. Lord ^thell, a member of the 
European Parliament, reckons he has spent 


45,000 sterling ($85,000) on some 250 
flights. 

“Trans-Atlantic air fares are fixed by 
competition and European fores are fixed 
by a carve-up,” fumes the 43-year-old 
hereditary baron. Fares in Europe average 

aixmt 21-25 pence (39-47 cents) a m3e 
compared with 8-13 pence (1S-2S cents) in 
the United States. 

Lord Bethel] Laments the demise of 
Laker, which has long been trying to get 
into Europe and was only recent^ given 
permission to start flights from Britain to 
Switzerland. 

However, Laker's low-cost no-£ri!i 
trans-Atiantic Skytrain flight may yet be 
repirreclcd. Sir Freddie, folk hero of Bri- 
tain's budget-consdous travelers-hopes to 
set up a new 'people's tuiline’ with another 
flamboyant British businessmaii Roland 
‘Tiny’ Row'land. 

Rowland — who heads the giant Lonhro 
Trading Company and was once described 

by former Prime h^nister Edward Heath as 
“the unacceptable face of capitalism” — 
has promised 'finandal backing for the new 
scaled-down Skytrain venture. But h is 
already running into opposition from some 
politicians raising questions about Sir Fred- 
die's credentials and fron the other airlines 


wanting to up his X3S. routes. 

It win all depend wdiether Britain's CrvO 
Aviation Authority (CAA) can be per- 
suaded to renew the operating licenses to 
Sir Freddie. 

CAA ofifidals indicate that he wiQ come 
under very close scrutiny and that h win 
take mon^ not days, to decide the licensr 
mg questioii. If Sir Fteddie can get the IMW 
arriTTip of the gTOund, he may yet be^ Lord 
Bethell and take the price war to Europe.

Laker gives up Lloyd^ s underwriting Ghana strikes oil 


LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP) — Sir Freddie 
Laker, whose airline Laker Airways went 
bust Feb. 5. has given up insurance under- 
writing at Lloyd's of London, the Organiza- 
tion said Tue^ay. 

Laker announced the move in a letter to 
tbe underwriting agent who acts on his 
behalf, according to John Davlin. spokesman 
for Lloyd's. Laker became one of 19.(X}0 
underwriting members of Lloyd's in 1954 
when members had to put up 75,000 pounds 
(then $180,000) as a guarantee. That has 
since been iitcreased to 100,000 pounds (S 
180,000). 


Lloyd’s said in a statement “Sir Freddie 
Laker said that in view of conriderable finan- 
cial problems, and bearing in mind Lloyd's 
stiff test requirements, he felt it only right to 
cease underwritine for thwith. 

“Acceding to his request to remain a 
member of Lloyd's, Lloyd's hope that Sir 
Freddie's financial difficulties would soon be 
resolved and that be would be able to show 
the necessary means to start underwriting 
again." 

Laker was one of the thousands of “silent" 
members who put the money for accepting 
insurance risks through a syndicate at Lloyd. 


U.S. releasing tin stockpi le a ssailed 


JAKARTA, Feb. 17 (AP) — Indonesfon 
Mining and Energy Minister Subroto said 
Wednesday that Malaysia * . and Indonesia 
deeply regret that the United States is releas- 
ing its tin stockpile especially while the 
interaational market is “unfavorable’' to 
producer countries. 

Subroto told a news conference following a 
two-hour talk with Malaysian Primary Indus- 
try Minister Datuk Paul Leong that foe U.S. 
action dearly violated foe fifth inteitiadonal 
tin agreement (IT A) signed more than a year 
ago. 

Leong arrived here earlier in foe day, 
accompanying Deputy Prime Minister Datou 
Musa ^tam, who is on three-day official visit 
to Indoneria. 

Subroto again appealed to the United 


States to stop the release of its tin stockpile, 
warning that Malaysia and Indonesia would 
"take further actions' otherwise. He did not 
elaboiate. 

Subroto said his discussioas with Leong 
focused on tin prices and marketing. “We are 
mostly concerned about the prospect of the 
sixth FTA which is scheduled to become 
effective by next July,” be said. 

Meanwhile, London metal dealers firmly 
denied that they are “manipulating^' foe tin 
market as stated by the M^aysian .Primaiy 
Industries Minister, Datuk Paul Leong. 

Another investigation of the dealers is to 
held this week, foe chairman of the market 
committee will be examining the individual 
firms position regarding tin in franrit, afloat 
or arriving shortly to cover any sales already 
made.

Rifts threaten EEC, Thorn says

STRASBOURG, Feb. 17 (R) — TTie 
European Economic Community (EEC) 
must reduce political strains which threaten 
its future and give priority to industrial 
invesiiMDt to fight unemployment, EEC 
Commission President Gaston Thom has 
said. 

In a kejmote speech Tuesday to the Euro- 
pean Parliament, Thom said intemal trade 
and financial disputes were splitting the 
10-nation community and damaging its 

capacity for united action in the face of inter- 
nationsil crises. 

He said protracted arguments over reform 
of the EEC s budget might just be a front 
disguising member governments' waning 
interest in a union of Europe. 

Yet the nations of Europe faced irrevers- 
ible .feline if the EEC did not become more 
assertive on the world scene, where it faced 
growing trade frictions with Japan and the 
United Slates as well as difficulties with the 
Soviet bloc over Poland. Thom said present 
economic policies would not prevent a 
further steady rise in unemployment which 

now affects more than 10 million people in 
the EEC. 

Thom said the relentless increase in unem- 
ployment was giving rise to protectionism 
among member states in industries as diverse 
as steel and poultry. Tliese trends threatened 
the EECs status as a single market, an asset 
without which the community could not sur- 
vive.

Thom said the community should adopt a 
plan allowing rational industrial investment 
programs to be topped up by EEC contribu- 
tions, Such a plan should aim at modernizing 
the^ community's industrial infrastructure, 
which had suffered because EEC investment 
spending had lagged for years behind that of 
Japan and the United States. 

Investment in energy projects was espe- 
cially important to create jobs and ease the 
strain of an oil import bill now accounting for 
four percent of the community' s gross domes- 
tic product (GDP) — the total goods and 
rervices produced. Thom said the commun- 
ity's GDP might rise this year by less than the 
two percent previously predicted. 

Meanwhile, Belgian Prime Minister Wil- 
fried Martens arrived in Washington Tuesday 
night to spearhead a West European chal- 
lenge to President Ronald Reagan's 
economic policies. 

Martens, chairman of the EEC Council of 
Ministers, planned to tell Reagan Wednesday 
that U.S. policies threatened economic 
recovery in Western Europe. EEC finance 
ministers complained last weekend that 
Reagan's proposed $91. 5 billion budget 
deficit would injure their economies by keep- 
ing interest rates high. 

They agreed to use all channels to tiy to 
persuade U.S. to change policy. U.S. officials 


got a foretaste of the EEC disquiet Tuesday 
when visiting Luxembourg Foreign Minister 
Colette Flesch told reporters: “The (interest) 
rate problem is hurting Europe's economies 
and I intend to tell the administration how we 
feel about it.” West German Economics 
Minister Otto Lambsdorff will arrive in 
Washington Friday to reinforce the EEC 
pleas for changes in U.S. policies. 

The Europeans believe high U.S. interest 
rates have drained investment from West 
Europe and unduly strengthened the dollar 
against their currencies. But Reagan argues 
that interest rates will eventually come down 
if he wrms his battle to reduce inflation. 

Martens, who was accompanied by Belgian 
Foreign Minister LeoTIndemans, was due to 
meet Reagan at the White House Wednesday 
and then have a working lunch with Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig. 

As well as speaking for the lO-member 
EEC in its unhappiness with U.S. economic 
policy. Marrens was expiected to discuss 
European concern over demands by the 
United States to suppon its sanctions against 
Poland atgl the Soviet Union. 

Also likely to be raised was a continuing 
controversy over U.S. allegations that Bel- 
gium and other EEC countries had unfairly 
subsidized exports of steel and such agricul- 
tural products as flour, pasta, poultry and 
sugar.

The only exception was coal, where pro- 
duction — 15.4 million tons — rose by 5.1 
percent over January 1981 and by 8.8 per- 
cent over December 1981 . 

The figures, reported Tuesday by the offi- 
cial news agency PAP. showed that in foreign 
trade, the volume of exports dropped by 1 8.5 
percent and imports by 17.3 percent on a 
yearly basis. In trade with the Communist 
trade bloc, Comecon. exports fell by 2.9 per- 
cent and imports grew by 4.2 percent. With 
hard-currency countries, exports slumped by 
29.4 percent and imports hv 41.8 percent. 


Production of natural gas fell by 8.9 per- 
cent, heating oils by 27.6 percent, aluminium 
by 53.4 percent rolled steel by 29.0 percent 
plastics by 28.5 percent and oil refbimg by 
13.1 percent compared to the same 1981 
period. Car production dropped by 46.4 per- 
cent. 

Supplies of meat and poultry were down by 
20 percent from December 1980, while 
cream, cheese, eggs, fish and animal fats were 
in short supply, PAP said. 

State purchase of cereals amounted to 1.9 
million tons last month, 21 percent less than 
a* year ago. Purchase of livestock for slaughter 
fefl by 15.2 percent from Janoaiy 1981 but 
rose by 23.8 percent over December 1981.

LONDON, Feb. 17 (R) — Coffee prices 
are rising on world commodity markets but 
an international pact aimed at smoothing out 
supplies should help to diminish the effects 
on the pockets of coffee drinkers. 

The International Coffee Agreement 
( ICA), which sets export quotas with the aim 
of stabilizing the incomes of producing 
nations, is widely regarded as one of the few 
truly effectively commodity pacts now in 
operation and will enable further supplies to 
be released to the market if prices go on 
rising.

tember, coffee for immediately deliveiy has 
increased from 1,080 sterling ($1,990) a ton 
to almost 1,400 sterling ($2,575). The price 
for deliveries around the middle of the year, 
when frosts hit Braril, the world's leading 
producer, reached a 1 9-month high in Lon- 
don Tuesday. 

The present ICA gives exporters the right 
to ship 56 million bags, each weighing 60 kg, 
in 1981-82 and the aim is to keep prices at 
between $1 .1 5 and 1 .75 a pound. If a price of 
$1.35 is maintained for 15 days, the total 
quota is increased by 672,000 bags, and by 
another one million bags when the 15-day 
average reaches $1.40. 

The overall quota can keep on rising to a 
maximum of 60.6 million bags if tbe $1.40 
level bolds. The current 15-day average 
compiled by tbe International Coffee Organ- 
ization (ICO) is $13173 a pound. 

Dealers said, however, that a further 
increase caused by seasonal factors now 
a^cting the market should tr^er the 
release of extra supplies. They attributed the 
current priire rises for immediate delivery to 
shipping delays and the extra needs of roas- 
ters. They said that roasters, who process 
beans into instant coffee and other products, 
had run down stocks because high interest 
rates made it too expensive to keep extensive 
supplies. 

With most processing of coffee dowm at this 
time of year, roasters were in t)ie market to top 
up earlier purchases, tbe dealers said. They 
added that futures prices were high because 
of nervousness over tbe prospects of frost 
from about June onwards in ',Braz3. frosts 
wiped out more than half the Brazilian crop 
in the mid-1970s, causing prices to soar to 
more than $3.50 a pound.

MANAMA, Feb. 17 ( AP) — The Bank of 
Bahrain and Kuwait announced Wednesday 
a 73 percent increase in profits during 1 981 
— to 6.7 million Bahraini dinars ($17.7 mD- 
lion) — and a 48 percent increase in capital to 
Bahraini dinars 62 million ($1.6 billion).

CAIRO, Feb. 17, (R) — Egypt has 
reduced its oil price by one dollar a barrel 
because of the worid glut, an oil official said 
Wednesday. 

The cut, the latest indication of the pres- 
sure on prices caused by persistent over- 
supply which has alarmed oil producers, low- 
ers the price of a barrel of Egyptian light 
crude to $33 and came into effect Feb. 1 . 

Egypt exports about 200,000 barrels per 
day (BPD) of its production of about 650,000 
bpd. and sells its crude according to contracts. 
Asked how the country will make up the loss 
in oil revenues because of tbe price cut. tbe 
official said; “The loss is not imponanL what 
is important is to market your production.” 

In another development on the oil front, 
Venezuelan Energy Minister Humberto 
Calderon Berti said in Caracas Wednesday 
he saw no reason for an emei^ncy OPEC 
meeting before next May to discuss bow to 
cope with tbe current decline in world oO 
demand. Calderon had been asked to com- 
ment on a newspaper interview in which 
Mana Said Al-Otieiba, presidem of tiie 
Organization of Fetroieixm Exporting Coun- 
tries, was quoted as saying he was in touch 
with colleagues on a possible early meeting of 
OPEC before its scheduled conference in 
Quito on May 20. The Venezuelan minister 
told journalists : “We have been in touch with 
the other OPEC countries and most of us 
believe there is no point in meefing if there is 
nothing concrete as a basis for^dedsions.”

RIMINI. Italy, Feb. 17 — Tbe Italian city 
of Rimini is currently tbe venue for the 12th 
International Hotel and Catering Fair. The 
fair, which was inaugurated Sunday , Feb. 14, 
by the president of tbe Emilia-Romagna Reg- 
ional Council, Ottorino Bartolini, will con- 
tinue until Feb. 21. 

The fair which focuses mainly on foods- 
tuffs, is considered here as Italy’s leading 
food exhibition and the third one in Western 
Europe. It is organized by Italian indepen- 
dent groups recognized by the government in 
close cooperation with the Italian Institute 
for Foreign Trade. These groups specialize in 
supplying food-stuf& to hotels, restaurants, 
hospitals and schools. 

A total of 801 companies — out of which 
303 are foreign, are participating in the fair 
which takes place every year in this city on tbe 
Adriatic Sea. Tbe foreign companies repres- 
ent 27 countries: mai^ from the United 
States, Britain, France. West Germany, 
Japan, Holland, Belgium and Cuba. 

This year’s fair drew 20 participating com- 
panies more than last year’s. The fair pavi- 
lions and tbe exhibitors' stands occupy an 
area of 23,000 square meters. 

Rodoleo Lopes PCgna — president of the 
Rimini Fair Board — told News that the 

Rimini fair is seeking to promote trade and 
economic relations with Arab countries, 
especially tbe Gulf states. “Every year deleg- 
ations from Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states 
visit Rimini to discuss trade and economic 
matters of mirtual interest, Lopes Pegna said. 
“Rimini ‘is a bridge between Italy and (he 
Arab countries.” 

Brazil, S. Yemen 
sign oU hunt deal 

BAHRAIN, Feb. 17 (R) — A BraziUan oQ 
firm has signed an exploration contract with 
Marxist South Yemen, which has long sought 
to tap its underground mineral resources, 
according to an oO industry journal. 

The Nicosia-based Middle East Eeonomie 
Survey ( MEES) said in this week’s issue that 
Braspetro, the international operations sub- 
sidiary of the Brazilian state-owned oil firm 
Petrobras, will explore an area of 42.000 
square kHometeis (about 16,400 aquare 
mQes). 

Under the contract with the Yemen 
National Oil Company, Braspetro will drill 
six test sites in tbe concession area lying bet- 
ween the eastern governorates of Mahra and 
Hadhramaut, MESS said. It gave no other 
details. 

The Italian oil company Agip and the 
Soviet Union have been reported to be dril- 
ling in South Yemen, which believes it has 
commercial quantities of oil in the eastern 
half of the impoverished country. In June, 
1980, tbe World Bank gave South Yemen a 
$9 million cheap loan for oil exploration 
promotion projects. 


$1.5 million in tbe last 18 months through 
the loss of goods in sacks, tbe International 
Maritime Bureau has reported here.

Earlier there bad been 
spd^alation that Taiwan might forfeit the 
event rather than invite a Chinese team to 
Taiwan for the first time since 1949. Porter 
added that under ISF rules only the host 
country could fly its national flag and play its 
national anthem at opening and ckramg 
ceremonies. 

Meanwhile, government officials remained 
sflent Wedne^ay on Taiwan's decision to 
officially invite mainland Chinese athletes to 
compete against Taiwan. Foie^ ministiy 
spokesman lJ.u Taajn said Wednesday that 
visa requisition for participating teams must 
be made in accordance with the govenimmif s 
rules and regulations.

Voters disenchanted 


Basque terror ‘upsetting’ Spain election outcome 


MADRID, Feb. 17 (Agencies) — Gov- 
ernment officials Wedne^ay said B^ue 
separatists bad killed two guards in an 
attempt to destabilize Spain just before the 
trial of 32 officers charged with involyement 
in an abortive military coup a year ago. 

The two paramilitary guards were shot 
dead within hours of each other Tuesday 
night in the Basque region of north Spain. 
Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo and 
Interior Minister Juan Jose Roson attended 
their funeral in San Sebastian Wednesday. 

No one has claimed responsibility for the 
killings, but police said in a statement that the 
bard line military wing of the separatist group 
ETA (ETA-M) was responsible. The Basque 
regional government denounced the murders 
as "a shameless act... by those who cleariy 
want to sink the democratic process in its 
most delicate moments.” 

On Friday 32 military officers — mostly 
civil guards — and one civilian 'go on trial 
accused of taking part in the ri^tist coup 
attempt last Feb. 23. One reason frequent}^ 
cited for the coup bid was anger among the 
military' over uncontrolled separatist viol- 
ence. 

Spanish authorities, who fear a new tenor 
campaign by ETA-M during the trial, are also 
faced with the possibility of violence from 
ETA’s more moderate political-military wing 
(ETA-PM) which declared a truce just after 
the failed coup. 

The San Sebastian newspaper El Diario 
Vasco reported Wednesday that a weekend 
meeting of ETA-PM voted in favor of return- 
ing to armed struggle. 

Well-informed Basque sources said the 
report should be taken with some serious- 
ness. An Interior Ministry spokesman said 
ETA-PM had been bolding meetings over 
the past weeks on whether to take up arms 
again, but he did not know whether a dedsion 
had been takeni Police have stepped op their 
presence throughout the Basque region for 
the start of the trial. 

Spanish authorities, anxious to reassure 
the military over fears that the atmosphere 
will affect the court martial, are playing down 
the killings, notably asking the press to 
refrain from sensationalism. 

Police fear the extreme right, which is 
demanding the acquittal of the 33, will use 
Tuesday’s murders as an excuse for further 
violence during the trial. 

Police fear that kidnapping attempts may 
be made on lawyers and witnesses involved in 
the trial, or on the 17 judges themselves: 13 
army generals and thiro vice admirals, 
chaired by Ll Gen. Luis Alvarez Rodriguez. 

Special surveillanoe of known right-wing 
extremists was ordered several weeks ago, 
leading to the arrest early this month of Jose 
Antonio Assiego, chairman of the Neo- 
Fascist Union. Several weapons were seized 
at his home. 

Operations have also been stepped up 
against other extremists. In BQbao, police 
reported the arrest Wednesday of Sve sus- 
pected commandos of ETA's military wing 
and the capture of large quantities of arms 
and explosives. 

Police said the five were thought to belong 
to the organization's ''Belhza” commando, 
suspected of the murder of a dvil guard on 
Oct. 17 and of a series of bombmgs.Tbe 
arrest was not thought to be linked with 
Tuesday's murders. 

Some observeis say that the 25 defense 


lawyers might use the new muideis to sup- 
port the defense case that the officers organ- 
ized the putsch to save Spain from terrorism 
and eventual collapse. 

Meanwhile 200 men, including special 
forces, military police and dvO guards, are 
mounting a round-the-clock watch on the 
army ordnance center where the court mar- 
tial is to be held, some 10 kms from central 
Madrid. 

The trial opens at 0900 GMT Friday, in a 
hangar specially converted for the occasion. 
The 33 defendants were taken to a nearby 
"residence” last week, where they are 
aDowed any visitors except journalists.

Bomb wrecks 


Berlin bank 


BERLIN, Feb. 17 (AP) — Unknown 
attackers hurled a firebomb into a bank caus- 
ing at least half a miUioD marks ($250,000) in 
damage in a night of widespread rioting in 
which 38 persons were arrested, police said 
Wednesday. 

The violence in three city districts was the 
first major eruption of street fighting in West 
Beriin this year. Last year, overnight riots by 
squatters occupying some 140 houses in the 
city became almost a daily occurrence for 
several months. 

Polirc said a firebomb attack late Tuesday 
on a branch of the trade-union owned bank 
Fner Gemeinwirtschaft (bank for soda! 
economy) in the Spandau distria destroyed 
much of the building and caused at least a 
million marks (5250,000) in damage. 

Windows in the bank blew out after resi- 
dents reported hearing an explosion, police 
said. No injuries were report^. 

The firebomb attack came after fighting 
between police and youths who tried to 
occupy an empty building in the neaifry 
Schoeneberg district, police said. 

In the American sector district of Kreuz- 
berg, the center of the squatters' movement, 
police reported windows broken in at least 2 
cooperative shops, a bank and a police hostel. 
Police said windows were all broken and sev- 
eral rooms set on fixe at the office of a gov- 
ernment housing center. A firebomb attack 
was suspected. 

Thixly-eight persons were arrested 'in 
street battles between police and youths, 
police said. 


Jakarta uncovers 


Soviet espionage 


JAKARTA, Feb. 17 (AFP) — A Soviet 
espionage ring recently tried to get infonna- 
tion about the strategic sea lanes around the 
disputed Vietnamese-claimed Natuna 
Islands group in the South China Sea, It was 
reported Wednesday. 

Indonesian inteUigence officers seized film 
of maritime charts from Soviet assistant mili- 
taxy attache Lt. Col. Sergei Egorov who was 
expelled on spying charges last week. The 
•' <haxts were of Indonesian seas including 
the strategic lanes around the Natuna Islanite 
and in east Indonesia, the weekly newsmaga- 
zine Ttmpo reported. 
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two majors, 13 captains, eight lieutenants 
and one dvilian, face sentences from one to 
30 years. The prosecution has demanded 30 
years for Lt. Col. Antonio Tejero, who led 
the seizure of parliament in full session.

The republic's second general election in 
eight months takes place in an atmosphere of 
economic gloom and widespread disenchan- 
tment with the major political parties. 

One opinion poU conducted after Tuesday 
□ighf s debate showed honors fairly even as 
the two leading political figures sought last- 
minute votes to tip the result of what has from 
the outset shaped up as a close contest.

Yugoslavia pleads for end 


to confrontation at Madrid 


MADRID, Feb. 17 (AFP) — The Confer- 
ence on Security and Cooperation in Europe 
(CSCE) which met again Wednesday in a 
I^enaiy session beard an impassioned pilea 
from Yugoslavia that it should not be turned 
into "an arena of confrontation.” 


The call foDowed Tuesday's bitter exchan- 
ges between Americans and Soviets over the 
use and production of bacteriolo^cal and 
chemical arms. It was delivered before the 
35-nation meeting by Yugoslav Deputy Fore- 
ign Minister Ignac Golub, speaking for the 
group of neutral and nonaligned nations. 

Golub began by acknowledging that there 
bad been reason to raise the Polish issue in 
the current session, but that "it would be 
wrong to allow one crisis, any one crisis, to 
block the process of the CSCE, the only exist- 
ing mechanism of detente in Europe.” 

"The process of relaxation must not bec- 
ome an instrument of tension," he added. 
“Confrontation and ideological and bloc riva- 
lries,” he insisted,” “are neither the instru- 
ments nor the methods to resolve crises or to 

secure respect for fundamental freedoms.” 

• 

The most important proposal before the 
conference, Golub declared, was for a pan- 


European conference on disarmament, and 
there was still time for participants to agree 
on this point as well as on various other, more 
modest moves in the sphere of human conta- 
cts and better relations between countries. 

Nonaligned and neutrals here have readied 
the draft for a “ final document” to be adop- 
ted by the CSCE embodying.all the propos- 
als. The draft was negotiated in 18 months of 
discussions, but progress toward a finaliza- 
tion are blocked over the position of the Uni- 
ted States and other Western countries that 
it is pointless to adopt any new measures so 
long as basic principles of the 1975 Helsinki 
agreements are being flouted, such as thro- 
Polish martial law. 

Polish chief delegate Josef Wie jaez went as 
far last week as to acknowledge that the state 
of siege bad gone against some Helsinki stipu- 
lations. He bad then promised however that 
the situation would be “normalized” shortly. 

Warsaw Pact countries and most of the 
neutrals and nonaligned demand that in the 
meantime, progress, should be sought on the 
other matters. Among these, the Eastern 
bloc, according to a Hungarian diplomat, 
views the disarmament conference as param- 
ount. 


New Zealand to close office in India 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 17 (AP) — India on 
Wednesday expressed disappointment over 
the decision of New Zealand to close ' its high 
commission in New Delhi. The Common- 
wealth's most populous nation indicated that 
it may retaliate by shutting its high cominis- 
■sion in WeIling;ton. 

Announcing the closure of the high com- 
mission in the Indian capital. New Zealand 
Prime Minister Robert D. Muldoon told a 
news conference in Wellington Tuesday that 
the step was taken to help lower government 
spending by three percent. 

The New Delhi mission had a relatively 
light workload and the government felt it 
could not justify the continuing expense. 


Muldoon said. He, however, reiterated his 
government's intention to open an embassy 
in Mexico. 

Indian External Afrairs ministry spokes- 
man Mrs. Aiyar. reported that Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhf s government had formally 
conveyed its disappointment to' New Zea- 
land, with whom it cherished "good rela- 
tions.” 

Asked if India also would prefer to do 
without a direct diplomatic representation in 
Wellington, Aiyar replied obliquely that the 
Government currently was studying the level 
and strength of its missions abroad "in the 
light of the countiy's foreign policy objec- 
tives.” 
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The poll by tbe Irish independent newspa- 
per favored Haughey as the better debater 
but indicated that Fitzgerald had come across 
as more credible and stronger in leadership 
qualities. It w'as bard to gauge what effect the 
television showdown might have on the elect- 
ion because press reports suggested that nea- 
rly half the two million eligible voters bad 
ignored it. 

This reflected a finding of earlier opinion 
polls that more than half the electorate beli- 
eve little or nothing of wbar any of the parties 
say. An opinion poll last weekend gave Hau- 
ghey 5 Fianna Fail party, the biggest in tbe 
republic, a five percent edge over tbe ruling 
two-party coalition led by Fit^erald. 

The poll indicated that promises by Hau^ 
bey to hold down taxes on food and clothes in 
tbe next budget had swung voters behind 
Fianna FaiL which has held power for 20 of 
the past 25 years. 

Fitzgerald* s government fell last month try- 
ing to impose tough budget measures which 
he deemed necessary to save tbe nation from 
going bankrupL Tbe coalition between his 
Hne Gael Party and the smaUer Labor Party 
was defeated in parliament by just one vote. 

Haughey, who succeeded Jack Lynch as 
prime minister in 1 979 and was ousted at the 
last election, lags so far behind Fitzgerald in 
personal popularity that he has dropped off 
the campaign trail in the past week. 

The “Irish problem” — of British- 
administered Northern Ireland where natio- 
nalist militants are fighting the British m^t- 
ary presence — had meanwhile made little 
impact on a campaign marked by economic 
worries.

The communique did not mention the 
UNTTA office in Senegal, but pledged that 
tbe two countries would not interfere in eadi 
other’s internal affairs. 


Probe launched 


Angola, a former Portuguese colony, had 
been hoping for a reversal of SenegaTs policy 
ever since ' Leopold Senghor stepped 
down as president of Senegal. President Sen- 
ghor had refused to redognize Angola as long 
as the Cuban troops which helped bring the 
ruling Marxist A^LA Workers Party to 
power stayed in tbe country. 


into rig disaster 


OTTAWA, Feb. 17 (AP)- — Canada has 
launched two separate investigations into the 
sinking of the world’s biggest oil rig. Cana- 
dian Supreme Court Justice T.A. Hickman 
will lead the federal inquiry, while a Newfou- 
ndland Royal Commission conducts its own 
probe into tbe North Atlantic disaster Mon- 
day in which 84 men were feared dead. The 
$120 million Ocean Ranger capsized in a 
storm 210 miles east of Newfoundland. 

Hickman was assigned the task by Energy 
Minister Marc Lalonde, who said Tuesday it 
will be up to the justice to determine whether 
the disaster is tbe result of criminal neglige- 
nce. Lalonde said be was willing to explore 
the possibility of U.S. involvement in the inq- 
uiry but ruled out tbe possibility of one joint 
international inquiry since Newfountfiand 
wants to proceed with its own probe. 

The Ocean Ranger was leased to Mobil Oil 
Canada Ltd. by a Louisiana company. Tbe 
s owners. Ocean Drilling and Exploration 
Co. of New Orleans, Louisiana, said in a brief 
statement issued Tuesday in SL John's, New- 
foundland, that it would cooperate in whate- 
ver investigations are held. 


Angola has said the Cuban troops will stay 
until the neighboring South African- 
administered territory of Namibia (Southwest 
Africa) becomes independent. South African 
troops have frequently raided Angola to des- 
troy bases within its borders belonging to 
guerrillas of the Southwest African People's 
OiganizatioD (SWAFO). 


Tbe first step toward reconciliation bet- 
ween Angola and Senegal was taken last 
November when President Aristides Pereira 
of Cape Verde arranged a one-day meetingin 
his country between President Jose Eduardo 
Dos Santos of Angola and President Atou 
Diouf of Senegal. 


This was foOowed by a trip to Senegal by 
Angolan Foreign MSnister Paulo Jorge. The 
establishment of diplomatic .relations with 
Senegal is not just a pre^^da yic^oiy for 
Angola. 


It increases UNITA's isolation in black 
Africa and strengthens tbe govemmenfs 
hand in the Organization of Afncan Unity. It 
also endoRM ; Presdent Dos Santo^s drive 
to improve relations with those African states 
that have strong reservations about Angola's 
Marxist government and its military ties wiffi 
the Soviet bloc.
